"It is argued the rtock dividends 


imy be sold, but that it not (he ques- 
tion. The question is what is a stock 
dividend, and we -hold it is capital. 
pnd that it does not make any dif- 
ference whether the stock dividend 
is saleable. 


The decision is of far reaching im- 


portance because of the large amount 
of stock dividends that have been 1s- 
t-ued during the last vears. most ot 
which were for the alleged purpose 
of evading the federal income taxes. 


The majority opinion said in part: 
"A stock dividend shows that the 


company's accumulated profits have 
been capitalized, instead of distrib- 
uted to the stockholders or retained 
as surplus available for distribution 
in money or in kind should 'oppor- 
tunity ofter. Far from being a reali- 
zation of profits of the stockholders, 
it tends rather to postpone such re- 
alization, in that the fund represented 
by the new stock has been transferred 
from surplus to capital, and no long- 
er is available for actual distribu- 
tion.

"The essential and controlling fact 


is that the stockholder has received 
nothing out of the company's assets 
for his separate use and benefit: on 
the contrary, every "dollar of his orig- 
inal investment, together with what- 
ever accretions and 
accumulation;: 


have resulted from employment of his 
money and that of the, other stock- 
holders in the business of the com- 
pany still remains the property of the 
company, and subject to 
business 


risks.

President \Vilson rejected the invi- 


tation of Premiers Lloyd George and

The movenicnl to relieve Uie house 


shortage in Applclon has received an 
auspicious beginning as a result of the • 
initiative of the Real Estate Board. The 
discussion of the problem at the meeting 
at the Y. M. C. A. not only brought out 
the seriousness of the situation but 
evolved definite and. it seems to us. prac- 
tical plans for meeting it. It is proposed 
to have a thorough and systematic sur- 
vey of the city made to ascertain the ac- 
tual housing requirements. "With this as 
a basis to work on it is next proposed to 
organize a house building corporation. A 
definite method \vas outlined for the cre- 
ation of this corporation on the theory

This would build one hundred 
houses at an average estimated cost of

published in the Post-Crescent, will strike 
those interested, as well as those who 
may become interested, as offering a 
business-like way to obtain the construc- 
tion of houses on an extensive scale.

The peace treaty again hangs in the 


balance. It seems to be pretty clearly un- 
derstood in Washington thai the senate 
will ratify the league of nations covenant

of Democrats in the senate to insure the 
necessary majority appears lo be avail- 
able for the treaty provided only the 
president will give his assent lo ratilica- 
lion on lliis kisis. Senator Hitchcock is 
endeavoring lo gel into communication 
with Mr. Wilson lo ascertain exactly how 
Tar he will go in accepting reservations, 
and particularly the reservation lo Ar- 
ticle X. 


While \vc have no doubt public opinion 


is ready lo indorse ratification with or 
without reservations, and while we be- 
lieve Ihe true interests of peace and the 
moral position of Ibis country advise ac- 
ceptance of the covenant on practically 
its original provisions, nevertheless we 
think it is better to have a league of na- 
tions with Ihe United Stales in iloncondi- 
Irons modified lo meet the objections of 
Hie Lodge clement than lo organize Ihe 
league without the United Stales. 


Xo one knows what Ihe attitude of 


President Wilson will be in Ihe lasl anal- 
ysis. Xo one knows what answer he may 
give lo Senator Hitchcock. The chances 
are he will oppose Ihe Lodge program, 
especially as il a fleets Article X. and 
that he will endeavor lo slate his altitude 
in a manner that will convince Ihe Amer- 
ican people of its soundness. He may do 
this in the hope of forcing Ihe treaty 
through Ihe senale on the original draft, 
or he may do il lo lay Ihe foundations for 
laking Ihe issue into the presidential 
campaign. On the oilier hand, he may do 
nothing of the kind. He may make no 
definite response. 


Whalever Ihe president does or does 


not do. the senate should, il seems lo us. 
proceed to dispose of the treaty. If Uie 
Democrats are disposed lo accept Ihe 
Lodge reservations with the president's 
approval, they should be prepared to ac- 
cepl them without his approval. In oth- 
er words, they ought lo be able lo think 
for themselves on Ihe question. If they 
conceive Ihe course of Sena lor Lodge and 
Ihe majority Republicans to be illogical 
and unacceptable, then they should vote 
against il. We musl always bear in mind 
that the senate has no power of its own 
to re-draft Ibis treaty. Such action con- 
stitutes negotiation of a new treaty, and 
il will be up lo Ihe president in such an 
event to decide whether he wishes lo re- 
fer an amended treaty lo the olher signa- 
tories for acceptance. The bcsl Ihe sen- 
ate can do is lo indicate the form in which 
il believes Ihe treaty and the league of 
nations ought lo be entered by the United 
Stales. This duly il should unhesitating- 
ly discharge. Il would shift the responsi- 
bility lo the president, or at least divide 
it with him. Failure lp lake any aclion 
places Ihe full responsibility upon the 
senale.

County paid ?103.00 for medical bills. 
The employer also gave no notice of 
the ace'dor.!. to 'lie insurance com- 
pany. The commission holds that the 
employers neglect in this case was in- 
excusable and consequently, 
directs 


that he shall pay 10 per cent more 
than the regular compensation. Since 
the insurance 
company was not at 


fault, the award for this increase in 
.compensation runs only auainst the 
'employer. In its decision the commis- 
sion also suggests that the insurance 
company should 
reimburse Lincoln 


county for the amount it expended for 
medical treatment, and it reserves the 
riuht fo deal with 'he matter by a sub- 
sequent award, if this suggestion is 
not voi::itarily complied with. 


The other case in whiclrlO per cent 


increase in compensation was allowed 
is that of Charles Cosgrovc vs. Amer- 
ican Wrecking Company. The acci- 
dent in this case occurred in Milwau- 
kee. on June 3. 191!). but the injured 
man lives" at Richland Center. In this 
case. also, the employer knew of the 
injury at the time when it occurred 
but neglected 
to pay. compensation.

consequently,

award, including 30 per cent increased 
riuis against the American Wrecking 
Company. 


The H> per cent increase in compen- 


sation in those cases is made under 
the provisions of section 23JM-1Sm of 
the statutes^ which 
was enacted in 


3917. The compensation act provides 
that employers shall furnish neces- 
sary medical, 
surgical and hospital 


treatment, and also shall pay compen- 
sation weekly during disability. Em- 
ployers who do no* live up to these 
provisions become liable for a 10 per 
cent increase in compensation. The 
duty of seeing that compensation pay- 
ments 
made promptly rests upon 


the employer, even if he is insured.
